B r i p g e p o r t , Co nn., Aug . 7 .~Nearly 
4<) peo ple were killed bj an accident o n 
the Stratfo rd extensio n o f the Shelto n 
Street railway co mpany when alo aded 
tro lley car went o ff the trestle o ver 
Peck’s mill po nd at Oro no que, abo ut 
g u miles no rth o f Bridg epo rt, and sank 
iu the flats abo ut 40 feet belo w. 
Thirty- 
iix peo ple were kno wn to be dead and 
several mo re injured. 
It was stated that 36 peo ple were 
killed.

Only two perso ns were kno wn to 
have escaped unharmed. It is bo heved' 
that there were 43 passeng ers o n the 
car, but the indicato r was remo ved by 
a co nducto r o f ano ther car and spirited 
away, so that at present it is impo ssible 
to state accurately the number abo ard. 
The scene o f the accident is midway 
between Shelto n and Bridg epo rt. The 
o&T was no rthbo und, rnnuing to ward 
Shelto n. It was iu charg e o f Co nducto r 
Jo hn Carro ll o f Bridg epo rt, who was 
amo ng the killed, and Mo to rman 
lito u o f Bridg epo rt, wno escaped by 
jumping . 
The trestle is abo ut 440 feet lo ng , 
made o f iro n, with sto ne fo undatio ns 
and was no t pro tected by g uard rails. 
So uth o f the trestle an incline do wn 
which the car ran at a hig h rate o f 
Hpeed. 
After it ra n o nto the trestle fo r 
abo ut ten feet the trucks left the rails 
^ d then the car co ntinued o n the ties 
fo r abo ut 75 feet, when it went o ff the 
trestle and dro pped into the po nd be­ 
lo w, o verturning co mpletely and upend­ 
ing . 
When the car struck the fo ur-to n 
fno lx)r and the heavy trucks crashed into 
It, instantly killing many o f the passen­ 
g ers. 
Three physicians, who were jiassen- 
g ers o n a car a sho rt distance behind, 
jrnved quickly o n the scene and ren­ 
dered all po ssible assistance to the in­ 
jured. 
Wo rd was sent to Bridg epo rt 
4nd three ambulances and a po lice 
Wag o n were hurried to the scene and 
^ 
injured were taken to Bridg epo rt 
General ho spital. 
A mo rg ue was im­ 
pro vised in the main ro o m o f the to wn 
hall at Stratfo rd and in a very sho rt 
time 23 bo dies were laid o ut awaiting 
Identificatio n. 
- The accident was witnessed by Miss 
Jrauces Peck, who resides abo nt 400 
fftfct fro m the bridg e. She was upstairs 
•J ner ho me as the car was passing , and 
She says that it was rnnning at an un­ 
usually fast rite. 
Frank Cramer, who 
bathing near the bridg e, states that 
tk® kft'^^^ng ers were all sing ing and in 
mo st jo yful mo o d as they passed

The Maine Central railro ad ran ex­ 
cursio ns to B ^ Harbo r fro m all sectio ns 
o f its line in Maine, the attractio n 
being the warships which were ex­ 
pected. 
The train, which had left Bang o r, 
co nsisted o f 12 cars jammed with peo ­ 
ple. 
At Mo unt Desert ferry, the ter­ 
minus o f the line, the train is left fo r 
the bo at fo r an eig ht-mile sail to Bar 
Harbo r. 
When the excursio n train fro m Ban­ 
g o r arrived at the ferry there was a 
rush fo r the steamer Sappho . 
The first 
few passeng ers had cro ssed the g ang ­ 
plank iu safety and it is estimated thau 
20G peo nle were|masscd upo n the plank. 
Suddenly they felt the plank g ive way 
beueatii them. The lo ng timber sup- 
p<)rtiug the plank bro ke iu the middle. 
The hing es held up o ue end aud the 
the chain the o ther, while the bro ken 
ends o f the plank dro pped aud a strug ­ 
g ling , screaming mass o f humanity 
was plung ed into the water 15 feet be­ 
lo w the wharf. 
A few clung to the iu- 
chued sides o f the plank, but at least 
150 were strug g liug iu the water. 
The 
piling o f the wharf partially penned 
them iu o n three sides aud the bo at 
lying at the wharf clo sed the o uter eud 
o f the o i>euiug . 
Ro pes aud life preservers were thro wn 
to the cro wd, but iu the panic the peo ­ 
ple in the water clutched o ue ano ther 
and many .sank thus m g ro ups iu a 
death g rapple. Many taken fro m the 
water were unco nscio us aud were re­ 
vived with diffiqulty. 
Do cto rs were 
summo ned fro m all directio ns, but it 
was half an ho ur befo re the first ar­ 
rived. The freig ht ho use at the ferry 
was turued into a mo rg ue, the bo dies 
being taken there fo r identificatio n as 
fast as reco vered. Seventeen were re­ 
co vered. 
Three o tiier perso ns were 
taken o n bo ard the Sappho aud died o n 
the way to Bar Harbo r. 
The exact number o f dead will no t be 
kno wn fo r so me time yet, as a stro ng 
tide sweeps under the pier, aud so me 
bo dies may have been carried away by 
it. 
A diver, who was set to wo rk w ith­ 
o ut delay, was eng ag ed the in search, but 
o nly 17 bo dies were fo uud.

Nearly 40 Lout Their Lives end a N im * 
ber Injured, Near B ridgeport, Conn.— 


Gang Plank C ollapsed at M ount D esert, 
Me.—Probably 80 D row ned. 


B r i d g e p o r t , Conn., Aug. 7.—Nearly 
40 people were killed by an accident on 
the Stratford extension of the Shelton 
Street railway company when aloaded 
trolley car went off the trestle over 
Peck’s mill pond at Oronoque, about 
*ix miles north of Bridgeport, and sank 
in the flats about 40 feet below. Thirty- 
six people were known to be dead and 
several more injured. 
It was stated that 36 people were 
killed.

Duly two persons were known to 
have escaped unharmed. It is believed 
that there were 43 passengers on the 
car, but the indicator was removed by 
a conductor of another car and spirited 
away, so that at present it is impossible 
to state accurately the number aboard. 
The scene of the accident is midway 
between Shelton and Bridgeport. The 
oar was northbound, running toward 
Shelton. It was in charge of Conductor 
John Carroll of Bridgeport, who was 
among the killed, and Motorman Ham­ 
ilton of Bridgeport, wno escaped by 
jumping. 
The trestle is about 440 feet long, 
made of iron, with stone foundations 
and was not protected by guard rails. 
South of the trestle an incline down 
which the car ran at a high rate of 
speed. 
After it ra n onto the trestle for 
about ten feet the tracks left the rails 
and then the car continued on the ties 
for about 75 feet, when it went off the 
trestle and dropped into the pond be­ 
low, overturning completely and upend­ 
ing. When the car struck the four-ton 
motor and the heavy trucks crashed into 
it, instantly killing many of the passen­ 
gers. 
Three physicians, who were passen­ 
gers on a car a short distance behind, 
arrived quickly on the scene and ren­ 
dered all possible assistance to the in­ 
jured. Word was sent to Bridgeport 
and three ambulances and a police 
wagon were hurried to the scene and 
the injured were taken to Bridgeport 
General hospital. A morgue was im­ 
provised in the main room of the town 
hMl at Stratford and in a very short 
tune 23 bodies were laid out awaiting 
identification. 
The accident was witnessed by Miss 
Frances Peck, who resides about 400 
feet from the bridge. She was upstairs 
at aer home as the car was passing, and 
she says that it was running at an un­ 
usually fast rite. 
Frank Cramer, who 
bathing near the bridge, states that 
th® passengers were all singing and in

The hinges held up one end and the 
the chain the other, while the broken 
ends of the plank dropped aud a strug­ 
gling, screaming mass of humanity 
was plunged into the water 15 feet be­ 
low the wharf. A few clung to the in­ 
clined sides of the plank, but at least 
150 were struggling in the water. The 
Piling of the wharf partially penned 
them in on three sides and the boat 
lying at the wharf closed the outer end 
of the opening. 
Ropes and life preservers were thrown 
to the crowd, but in the panic the peo­ 
ple in the water clutched one another 
and many sank thus in groups in a 
death grapple. Many taken from the 
water were unconscious and were re­ 
vived with difficulty. 
Doctors were 
summoned from all directions, but it 
was half an hour before the first ar­ 
rived. The freight house at the ferry 
was turned into a morgue, the bodies 
being taken there for identification as 
fast as recovered. Seventeen were re­ 
covered. 
Three other persons were 
taken on board the Sappho and died on 
the way to Bar Harbor. 
The exact number of dead will not be 
known for some time yet, as a strong 
tide sweeps under the pier, aud some 
bodies may have been carried away by 
it. A diver, who was set to work with­ 
out delay, was engaged the in search, but 
only 17 bodies were found.

CHINA TO BE LIABLE. 


Must Pay For Aid to Aguinaldo 
From Her Ports. 


IT SHUTS OFF REBELS* SUPPLIES. 


Due to a Decision by United States Consul 
Goodnow In the A bbey Case—M ost of 
T heir Guus aud 
A m m unition 
Came 
From Chines* Ports. 


W a sh in g to n, Aug. 
7.—Hon. John 
Goodnow, consul geueral of the United 
States at Shanghai, rendered a decision 
as referee in the consular court which 
will be of far-reaching importance dar­ 
ing the continuance of the war in the 
Philippines. The case was in relation 
to the steamer Abbey, charged with 
taking arms from Cantou to Lnzon. 
The owners of the vessel gave a bond 
that the ship should land the arms pur­ 
chased at Singapore, bat she did not do 
so. The bond was demanded by the 
Chinese customs authorities. Mr. Good­ 
now held that it must be paid. The 
importance of the decision is pointed 
out by tile Shanghai Mercury, which 
said iu part: 
“ When United States consular offi­ 
cials have received information that 
cargoes of weapons were about to be 
shipped from China, through urgeut 
• protests to the Chinese authorities have 
I been the means of stopping shipments. 
I But when the United States officials, 
I through want of knowledge, have beeu 
j ignorant of such contraband runs, the 
Chinese officials have likewise been 
blind to these shipments, though no 
doubt well aware of such. 
It is in this 
respect that Mr. Goodnow has scored 
such 
an important point. On the 
strength of that judgment the officers of 
the imperial maritime customs of China 
must uecessarily do all in their power to 
stop shipments of arms to suspioious 
destinations. It has been decided, on 
the motion of the customs, that China 
is liable for any shipments of arms 
which get to tile Philippines through 
lack of diligence or honesty on the part 
of the customs or the Chineses officials. 
“Therefore the judgment in the Drew 
vs. Sylvester case will be the means of 
checking the chief source of supply of 
arms and warlike material that the 
Filipinos have possessed.” 
Most of the arms aud ammunition, it 
is said, were shipped from Chinese 
ports. 
The North China Daily News pub­ 
lishes the decision of Consul General 
Goodnow in full, aud comments editori­ 
ally upon its importance in the matter 
of preventing further shipments of 
arms to the insurgents in the Philip­ 
pines and says that it will be far-reach­ 
ing in its eff ects in stopping the sendmg 
of arms to the Filipinos. 


AGUINALDO W A N T S AN 
ISLAND. 


The F ilipino C hief E vidently Preparing 
For In evitab le D efeat. 


L ondo n, Aug 
7.—Interesting infor­ 
mation came from the British North 
Borneo company that it had received 
a request from the Philippines ask­ 
ing the company to lease or sell to 
Filipinos Baiiguev island, just south of 
Palawan island. It is only sparsely in­ 
habited by natives. 
The Filipinos who were engineering 
the deal say that in case of their defeat 
Aguinaldo and other leaders, with a 
large section of the Filipinos, may set­ 
tle at Banguey under British protection 
and the company’s role. 
The board was considering the ques­ 
tion, but it was understood the com­ 
pany was not averse to leasing the land 
on very favorable terms being offered.

B r i p g e p o r t , Conn., Aug. 7.—Nearly 
40 people were killed by an accident on 
the Stratford extension of the Shelton 
Street railway company when a loaded 
trolley car went off the trestle over 
Peck’* mill pond at Orouoque, about 
fix miles north of Bridgeport, and sank 
iii the flats about 40 feet below.

The scene of the accident is midway 
between Shelton and Bridgeport. The 
oar was northbound, running toward 
Shelton. It was in charge of Conductor 
John Carroll of Bridgeport, who was 
among the killed, and Motorman Ham­ 
ilton of Bridgeport, who escaped by 
jumping. 
The trestle is about 440 feet long, 
niade of iron, with stone foundations 
and was not protected by guard rails. 
South of the trestle an incline down 
which the car ran at a high rate of 
speed. 
After it ra n onto the trestle for 
about ten feet the trucks left the rails 
and then the car continued on the ties 
for about 75 feet, when it went off the 
trestle and dropped into the pond be­ 
low, overturning completely and upend­ 
ing. 
When the car struck the four-ton 
motor and the heavy trucks crashed into 
it, instantly killing many of the passen­ 
gers. 
Three physicians, who were passen­ 
gers on a car a short distance behind, 
arrived quickly on the scene and ren­ 
dered all possible assistance to the in­ 
jured. 
Word was sent to Bridgeport 
and three ambulances and a police 
wagon were hurried to the scene and 
the injured were taken to Bridgeport 
General hospital. 
A morgue was im­ 
provised in the main room of the town 
hMl at Stratford and in a very short 
time 23 bodies were laid out awaiting 
identification. 
The accident was witnessed by Miss 
f ranees Peck, who resides about 400 
lect from the bridge.

A few clung to the in­ 
clined sides of the plank, but at least 
150 were struggling in the water. The 
Piling of the wharf partially penned 
them in on three sides aud the boat 
lying at the wharf closed the outer end 
of the opening. 
Ropes aud life preservers were thrown . 
to the crowd, but in the panic the peo­ 
ple in the water clutched one another 
and many sank thus in groups in a 
death grapple. Many taken from the 
water were unconscious and were re­ 
vived with difficulty. 
Doctors were 
summoned from all directions, but it 
was half an hour before the first ar­ 
rived. The freight house at the ferry 
was turned into a morgue, the bodies 
being taken there for identification as 
fast as recovered. Seventeen were re­ 
covered. 
Three other persons were 
taken on board the Sappho and died on 
the way to Bar Harbor. 
The exact number of dead will not be 
known for some time yet, as a strong 
tide sweeps under the pier, aud some 
bodies may have been carried away by 
it. 
A diver, who was set to work w ith­ 
out delay, was engaged the in search, but 
only 17 bodies were found.

W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 7.—Hou. John 
Goodnow, consul general of the United 
States at Shanghai, rendered a decision 
as referee in the consular court which 
will be of far-reaching importance dur­ 
ing the continuance of the war in the 
Philippines. 
The case was in relation 
to the steamer Abbey, charged with 
taking arms from Cantou to Luzon. 
The owners of the vessel gave a bond 
that the ship should land the arms pur­ 
chased at Singapore, but she did not do 
so. The bond was demanded by the 
Chinese customs authorities. Mr. Good- 
now held that it must be paid. The 
importance of the decision is pointed 
out by the Shanghai Mercury, which 
said iu part: 
“ When United States consular offi­ 
cials have received information that 
cargoes of weapons were about to be 
shipped from Clima, through urgeut 


1 protests to the Chinese authorities have 
i been the means of stopping shipments. 
I But when the United States officials, 
I through want of knowledge, have been 
} ignorant of such contraband runs, the 
Chinese officials have likewise been 
blind to these shipments, though no 
doubt well aware of such. 
It is in this 
respect that Mr. Goodnow has scored 
such 
an important point. On the 
strength of that judgment the officers of 
the imperial maritime customs of China 
must necessarily do all in their power to 
stop shipments of arms to suspicious 
destinations. 
It has been decided, on 
the motion of the customs, that China 
is liable for any shipments of arms 
which get to the Philippines through 
lack of diligence or honesty on the part 
of the customs or the Chineses officials. 
“ Therefore tho judgment in the Drew 
vs. Sylvester case will be the means of 
checking the chief source of supply of 
arms and warlike material that the 
Filipinos have possessed.” 
Most of tile arms aud ammunition, it 
is said, were shipped from Chinese 
ports. 
The North China Daily News pub­ 
lishes the decision of Consul General 
Goodnow in full, aud comments editori­ 
ally upon its importance in the matter 
of preventing further shipments of 
arms to the insurgents in the Philip­ 
pines aud says that it will be far-reach­ 
ing in its cfi eels in stopping the sending 
of arms to the Filipinos.

Cuba’s past, present and future were 
the them e of a sermon the other night 
by the Hev. Dr. K. S. MacArthur in 
the Calvary Baptist church of New 
York. Dr. MacArthur has just return­ 
ed from an exploring tour In Cuba, 
says the New Y'ork Press. 
He took 
for his text “Watchman, what of the 
night?’’ and said, among other things: 
T he long night of Spanish tyranny 
and Cuban despair is over. 
The morn­ 
ing of Cuban hope and American lib­ 
erty has dawned. 
Strange thoughts 
fill an American’s heart as be sails into 
the harbor of Havana. 
The American 
flag floats over Morro Castle and Ca­ 
banas. 
The only Spanish flag to be 
seen is on a Spanish shii) which hap­ 
pens to be in the harbor. 
The wreck 
of the Maine lifts its iron arms above 
the water, as if to the world for sym­ 
pathy and to a riglit«‘ous Cod for jus­ 
tice. 
When the w aves in that liarbor 
rolled over that wreck, they rolled 
over tlie last ho[>es of Spain's domin­ 
ion In the western hemispliere. 
“\v'hat are the conditions in Cuba to­ 
day? It is certain all forms of industry 
are rn|»idly reviving. 
W atching the 
crowds on the Prado or loitering in the 
parks, it is diflicult to realize that a 
devastating war hag only Just been 
ended. 
The large number of persons 
dressed In mourning bears silent but 
eloquent testim ony to the sorrows of 
the past and the heart suffering of the 
present. 
“But the new day has come. 
The 
plantations so long devastated are now 
being stocked with cattle and subject­ 
ed to hopeful culture. 
The sanitary 
conditions are Improving rapidly, and 
too much praise cannot be given to 
General Ludlow and his able assistants 
for the discretion of their methods. 
The filth of centuries has been remov­ 
ed from Havana. Not a case of yellow 
fever has occurred in the last season. 
“The Spaniards and Cubans alike 
look on wMth am azem ent at the mar 
vels of cleanliness which have been 
wrought. Kindly relations are growing 
alike between Spaniards and Cubans 
on the one side and betw’een both and 
the Americans on the other. 
All the 
lending Spaniards earnestly desire an 
.\m erican protectorate until the time 
comes for (hiban annexation. 
I took 
pain.s to converse with representative 
j Si)aniards of great business interests 
in the islai’d, and I found there was 
only one sentim ent among them in this 
regard. They fear the dominion of Cu­ 
bans should the TTiited States w ith­ 
draw from the island in the near fu 
ture. 
“They believe that in that event nei­ 
ther life nor property would be safe. 
It must be admitted that many Cubans 
regard the [)resence of the American 
flag as a blot upon the landscape. They 
have fought long and suffered much, 
inspired by the hope of a Cuban re­ 
public. 
This 
hope 
has 
been 
their 
dream, aud they now’ see It dissipated 
Just when they expected it w’ould be 
realized. 
The new'spapers are pro-Cu­ 
ban aud so in a measure anti-American. 
The 
leading 
Cuban 
political 
club, 
w’here the w'ealthler and more aristo 
cratic Cubans assemble, is decidedly 
pro-Cuban. 
Doubtless also race feel­ 
ing has its influence as against Ameri­ 
cans. 
In this respect Spaniards aud 
Cubans sym pathize with one another. 
They see a sturdy, robust, aggressive 
and vigorous representation of the An­ 
glo-Saxon race crow’ding to all marts 
of trade and likely to push the I.atlu 
races to the w’all. But all the official 
Americans in Cuba are acting with 
great discretion. General Lee is the idol 
of the Cubans, w’hile (Jenorals Brooke 
aud Wood are greatly respected. 
“The w ives of some of the prominent 
offlci.als are using all social influence to 
remove antipathy aud to institute a 
genuine syiiqiathy in their weekly re­ 
ceptions. 
These w’omen arc acting 
nobly and performing a patriotic serv­ 
ice. 
They till the place in social func­ 
tions once occupied by the wives of the 
Spanish officials, who in Cuba repre- 
sente<l the court of Spain. 
“The religious outlook is bright. The 
various Protestant denominations are 
In the field. 
The Rev. Dr. A. J. Diaz, 
who was twice exiled because of his 
devotion to the cause of Cuba and once 
was sentence d to be shot, has a Baptist 
church in Havana and a congregation 
of 3,000. 
He is the Martin Luther of 
Cuba. 
All public functions, as well as 
all military drills, close writb the ‘Star 
Spangled Banner,’ played by the band. 
All Americans rise and uncover while 
the band plays, and, to my joy, I saw 
hundreds of Cubans and many Si*an- 
iards follow that commendable ex­ 
ample. 
“A few weeks ago I preached for Dr. 
Diaz, and he interpreted my wor<ls to 
the congregation. 
After the bene<lie- 
tlon w as pronounced several of the 
congregation advanced to meet me in 


a social wav. 
Just then, while thou­ 
sands were there, a young Cuban wo- 
Qian, educated in the United States, 
glided to the organ and struck up the 
opening notes of ‘America,’ and in a 
clear, sweet voice sang out, ‘My coun­ 
try, 'tis of thee.’ 
All the Americans 
preUnt joined, and many Cubans, who 
could not sing the words, recognized 
the tune and followed the melody. 
“It ii not too much to say that many 
American eyes were wet when the 
hymn was finished, and that I never 
heard the national hymn in circum­ 
stances more tbrillin- ’

Cuba’s past, present and future were 
the theme of a sermon the other night 
by the Rev. Dr. R. S. MacArthur in 
the Calvary Baptist church of New 
York. Dr. MacArthur has just return­ 
ed from an exploring tour in Cuba, 
says the New York Press. 
He took 
for his text "Watchman, what of the 
night?” and said, among other things: 
"The long night of Spanish tyranny 
and Cuban despair is over. The morn­ 
ing of Cuban hope and American lib­ 
erty has dawned. 
Strange thoughts 
fill an American’s heart as he sails into 
the harbor of Havana. The American 
flag floats over Morro Castle and Ca­ 
banas. 
The only Spanish flag to be 
seen is on a Spanish ship which hap­ 
pens to be in the harbor. The wreck 
of the Maine lifts its iron arms above 
tile water, as if to tile world for sym­ 
pathy and to a righteous God for jus­ 
tice. 
When the waves in that harbor 
rolled over that wreck, they rolled 
over the last hopes of Spain’s domin­ 
ion In the western hemisphere. 
"W hat are the conditions in Cuba to­ 
day? It is certain all forms of industry 
are rapidly reviving. 
Watching tile 
crowds on the Prado or loitering in the 
parks, it is difllcult to realize that a 
devastating war has only just been 
ended. 
The large number of persons 
dressed in mourning bears silent but 
eloquent testimony to the sorrows of 
the past and the heart suffering of the 
present. 
"But the new day has come. 
The 
plantations so long devastated are now 
being stocked with cattle and subject­ 
ed to hopeful culture. 
The sanitary 
conditions are improving rapidly, and 
too much praise cannot be given to 
General Ludlow and his able assistants 
for the discretion of their methods. 
The filth of centuries has been remov­ 
ed from Havana. Not a case of yellow 
fever has occurred in the last season. 
"The Spaniards and Cubans alike 
look on with amazement at the mar 
vels of cleanliness which have been 
wrought. Kindly relations are growing 
alike between Spaniards and Cubans 
on the one side and between both aud 
the Americans on the other. 
AU the 
leading Spaniards earnestly desire an 
American protectorate until the time 
comes for Cuban annexation. 
I took 
pains to converse with representative 
Spaniards of great business interests 
in the islard, and I found there was 
only one sentiment among them in this 
regard. They fear the dominion of Cu 
bans should the United States with­ 
draw from the island in the near fu 
ture. 
"They believe that in that event nei­ 
ther life nor property would be safe. 
It must be admitted that many Cubans 
regard the presence of the American 
flag as a blot upon the landscape. They 
have fought long and suffered much, 
inspired by the hope of a Cuban re­ 
public. 
This hope has been their 
dream, aud they now see it dissipated 
Just when they expected it would be 
realized. The newspapers are pro-Cu­ 
ban and so in a measure anti-American. 
The 
leading 
Cuban 
political club, 
where the wealthier and more aristo­ 
cratic Cubans assemble, Is decidedly 
pro-Cuban. 
Doubtless also race feel­ 
ing has its influence as against Ameri­ 
cans. 
In this respect Spaniards and 
Cubans sympathize with one another. 
They see a sturdy, robust, aggressive 
and vigorous representation of the An­ 
glo-Saxon race crowding to all marts 
of trade and likely to push the Latin 
races to the wall. But all the official 
Americans in Cuba are acting with 
great discretion. General Lee is the idol 
of the Cubans, while Generals Brooke 
and Wood are greatly respected. 
“The wives of some of the prominent 
officials are using all social influence to 
remove antipathy aud to institute a 
genuine sympathy in their weekly re­ 
ceptions. 
These women are acting 
nobly and performing a patriotic serv­ 
ice. They till the place in social func­ 
tions once occupied by the wives of the 
Spanish officials, who in Cuba repre­ 
sented the court of Spain. 
"The religious outlook is bright. The 
various Protestant denominations are 
in the field. The Rev. Dr. A. J. Diaz, 
who was twice exiled because of his 
devotion to the cause of Cuba and once 
was sentenced to be shot, has a Baptist 
church in Havana and a congregation 
of 3,000. 
He is the Martin Luther of 
Cuba. All public functions, as well as 
all military drills, close with the ‘Star 
Spangled Banner,’ played by the band. 
All Americans rise and uncover while 
the band plays, and, to my joy, I saw 
hundreds of Cubans and many Span­ 
iards follow that commendable ex­ 
ample. 
“ A few weeks ago I preached for Dr. 
Diaz, and he interpreted my words to 
the congregation. 
After the benedic­ 
tion was pronounced several of the 
congregation advanced to meet me in 


a social way. Just then, while thou­ 
sands were there, a young Cuban wo­ 
man, educated in the United States, 
glided to the organ and struck up the 
opening notes of ‘America, and in a 
clear sweet voice sang out, ‘My coun­ 
try. ’tis of thee.’ 
All the Americans 
present joined, and many Cubans, who 
could D ot sing the words, recognized 
the tune and followed the melody. 
"It is not too much to say that many 
American eyes were wet when the 
hymn was finished, and that I never 
heard the national hymn in circum­ 
stances more thrillin -

A Pennsylvania railroad official is 
authority for the statement that within 
the next 30 days work would be com­ 
menced constructing a siding one-half 
mile in length.

“ Several weeks ago the company de­ 
cided that switching to the various fac­ 
tories in East End was a bad thing and 
at once began to prepare plans for a 
siding to be built from First avenue to 
a point above the new gas plant. The 
iwitches to the various potteries will be 
built to connect with the new siding 
Which will lessen the danger to passen­ 
ger trains af the present switch. The 
new siding to the National pottery will 
be built at the same time, also if present 
plans are carried out another siding will 
be built back to the hill beneath Erie 
street. 
The work will take about 15 
days to complete and will cost in the 
neighborhood of not less than $8,000.

Not E nough to A llow Coal to Paati Down to 
th e South. 
Small hopes that river coal men had 
of a rise were shattered late yesterday 
afternoon. In the morning the rivers 
began to rise, and for a time it looked 
as if there woald be a chance to get a 
portion of the millions of bushels of coal 
that is ready to the lower river markets.

Cuba’s past, present and future were 
the theme of a sermon the other night 
by the Rev. Dr. It. S. MacArthur in 
the Calvary Baptist church of New 
York. Dr. MacArthur has just return­ 
ed from an exploring tour In Cuba, 
says the New York Press. 
He took 
for his text “Watchman, what of the 
night?’’ and said, among other things: 
“The long night of Spanish tyranny 
and Cuban despair is over. The morn­ 
ing of Cuban hope and American lib­ 
erty has dawned. 
Strange thoughts 
fill an American’s heart as he sails into 
the harbor of Havana. The American 
flag floats over Morro Castle and Ca­ 
banas. 
The only Spanish flag to be 
seen is on a Spanish ship which hap­ 
pens to be in the harbor. 
The wreck 
of the Maine lifts its iron arms above 
tile water, as if to the world for sym­ 
pathy and to a righteous God for jus­ 
tice. 
When tile waves in that harbor 
rolled over that wreck, they rolled 
over tile last hopes of Spain’s domin­ 
ion In the western hemisphere. 
“What are the conditions in Cuba to­ 
day? It is certain all forms of industry 
are rapidly reviving. 
Watching tile 
crowds on the Prado or loitering in the 
parks, it is diflicult to realize that a 
devastating war has only just been 
ended. 
Tile large number of persons 
dressed in mourning bears silent but 
eloquent testimony to the sorrows of 
the past and the heart suffering of the 
present. 
"But the new day has come. 
The 
plantations so long devastated are now 
being stocked with cattle and subject­ 
ed to hopeful culture. 
The sanitary 
conditions are improving rapidly, aud 
too much praise cannot be given to 
General Ludlow and his able assistants 
for the discretion of their methods. 
The filth of centuries has been remov­ 
ed from Havana. Not a case of yellow 
fever has occurred in the last season. 
“The Spaniards and Cubans alike 
look on with amazement at the mar 
vels of cleanliness which have been 
wrought. Kindly relations are growling 
alike between Spaniards and Cubans 
on tile one side and between both aud 
the Americans on the other. 
All the 
leading Spaniards earnestly desire an 
American protectorate until the time 
comes for Cuban annexation. 
I took 
pains to converse with representative 
Spaniards of great business interests 
in the islard, and I found there was 
only one sentiment among them in this 
regard. They fear the dominion of Cu­ 
bans should the United States wi111- 
draw from the island in the near fu 
titre. 
“They believe that in that event nei­ 
ther life nor property would be safe. 
It must be admitted that many Cubans 
regard the presence of the American 
flag as a blot upon the landscape. They 
have fought long and suffered much, 
inspired by the hope of a Cuban re­ 
public. 
This hope has been their 
dream, aud they now see it dissipated 
Just when they expected it would be 
realized. The newspapers are pro-Cu- 
ban aud so in a measure anti-American. 
The 
lending 
Cuban 
political club. 
wrhere the wealthier and more aristo 
cratic Cubans assemble, is decidedly 
pro-Cuban. 
Doubtless also race feel­ 
ing has its influence as against Ameri­ 
cans. 
In this respect Spaniards and 
Cubans sympathize with one another. 
They see a sturdy, robust, aggressive 
and vigorous representation of the An­ 
glo-Saxon race crowding to all marts 
of trade and likely to push the Latlu 
races to the wall. But all the otticial 
Americans in Cuba are acting with 
great discretion. General Lee is the idol 
of the Cubans, while Generals Brooke 
and Wood are greatly respected. 
“The wives of some of tile prominent 
officials are using all social influence to 
remove antipathy and to institute a 
genuine sympathy in their weekly re­ 
ceptions. 
These women are acting 
nobly and performing a patriotic serv­ 
ice. They fill the place in social func­ 
tions once occupied by the wives of the 
Spanish officials, who in Cuba repre­ 
sented the court of Spain. 
The religious outlook is bright. The 
various Protestant denominations are 
in the field. The Rev. Dr. A. J. Diaz, 
who was twice exiled because of his 
devotion to the cause of Cuba and once 
was sentenced to be shot, has a Baptist 
church in Havana and a congregation 
of 3,000. 
He is the Martin Luther of 
Cuba. All public functions, as well as 
all military drills, close with the ‘Star 
Spangled Banner,’ played by the band. 
All Americans rise and uncover while 
the band plays, and, to my joy, I saw 
hundreds of Cubans and many Span­ 
iards follow that commendable ex­ 
ample. 
“A few weeks ago I preached for Dr. 
Diaz, and he interpreted my words to 
the congregation. 
After the benedic­ 
tion was pronounced several of the 
congregation advanced to meet me in 


a social way. 
Just then, while thou 
sands were there, a young Cuban wo­ 
man. educated Id the United States, 
glided to tb«* organ and struck up the 
opening notes of ‘America, and in a 
clear, sw eet voice sang out, ‘My coun­ 
try, ’tis of thee.’ 
All the Americans 
present joined, and many Cubans, who 
could not sing the words, recognized 
the tune aud followed the melody. 
“It is not too much to say that many 
American eyes were wet when the 
hymn w as finished, and that I never 
heard tile national hymn in circum­ 
stances more thrilling ’

•Dtrance to the house, where ail who 
entered saw it. 
Klmlia bad made a 
box of chestnut planks 2 inches thick. 
He had polished them brig htly and 
shellacked them. It was 4 feet 2 inches 
long , 2 feet 6 inches wide and 4 feet 3 
inches hig h. It was on casters, so that 
It could be easily rolled. 
It was built 
la two pieces. The upper part, or cover, 
was 2 feet deep. 
As It stood In the hall this cover was 
ofif, and the body of Mrs. Norton, sit­ 
ting In her chair, was In view from the 
waist up. 
It was dressed In black, 
with a bit of lace around the neck and 
over the breast, fastened with an old 
time brooch. 
Over the back of the 
chair was a white blanket with blue 
fig ures 
that 
her 
g randmother 
had 
woven and g iven to her. 
This w'as 
drawn up over her lap also. Mrs. Nor­ 
ton’s eyes w'ere closed. 
Her face was 
composed, and as she sat bolt uprig ht 
at the door it was easier to thiuk that 
she was asleep than that she was 
dead and about to be Ruried. 
All ot the friends who could g et into 
house crow'ded in. 
The others 


was In the g raVe, and then the assem­ 
blag e took on a more solemn aspect, 
and the services at the g rave were 
read. 
After tliat a b’g i>aving stou * 
was placed over the box in a t» e<l of 
cement and the serviees were over. 
The g rave was tiiletl in just as a ter­ 
rific thunderstorm broke, and many of 
the people were drenched.

RUSSIA’S GREAT RAILROAD. 


•iberian Line la Practically Amer­ 
ican In Constrnctton. 
M. Sergey Friede, one cf the engi­ 
neer! in charge of construction of'lhe 
new Siberian railroad, who arrived at 
the Waldorf-Astoria hotel in New 
York recently, direct from Manchuria 
and eastern Siberia, reports that the 
great transasiatic railway has advanc­ 
ed so rapidly that it is more than prob­ 
able that through trains will be rim 
from Port Arthus, the eastern termi­ 
nus, to St. Petersburg before the end of 
next year. It is understood, of course, 
that the numerous solidly frozen riv­ 
ers will be used as temporary roadbeds 
for the tracks thrown across them aud 
that traffic will be suspended during 
the spring aud summer, while perma­ 
nent bridges are being placed In posi­ 
tion. 
Mr. Friede, according to the New 
York Tribune, says that the thousands 
of miles of railway in Manchuria and 
eastern Siberia are practically Ameri­ 
can in construction and equipment, 
and that the shipments of American 
machinery this year will be greater 
than ever before. 
This is M. Fried* 
fourth trip over the completed aud un­ 
completed portions of this road in the 
last three years. 
He is the pioneer 
American in that country aud now ex­ 
presses himself as satisfied with his 
work of years in opening Russian Asia 
to American manufacturers and the 
eyes of the American business man to 
the enormous field of commerce open­ 
ing up to him.

to speak with some one. Office seekers 
and petitioners never venture to ap­ 
proach him on the street.

throng is to go ont among them. 
Sir Julian Panncefote, speaking of 
the American customs that had im­ 
pressed him, remarked that, while a for­ 
eigner’s first impression might be that 
the seeming indifference of the public 
toward the president when be appeared 
on the street or at the th* ,er was the 
result of an exaggerated idea of democ­ 
racy, it must become apparent encloser 
observation that it was the highest pos­ 
sible tribute of respect and considera­

FILIPINO SUPPLIES CUT OFF. 


IiurII GcBhoRtt Ho In* Good Service 
I n ll** I’h 111 p p In***. 
With the increase of the naval force 
in tile Philippines by the 12 gunboats 
purchased by General Otis from tile 
Spaniards and the four gunboats cap­ 
tured by Dewey the blockade of ports 
in tile islands will he made more se­ 
cure, and naval officers predict that 
the insurgent cause will stiffer severe­ 
ly through the stoppage of outside aid. 
Just how the Insurgents manage to 
procure their outside supplies the gov­ 
ernment lias been unable to ascertain, 
but the opinion appears to be general 
in official quarters at Washington that 
the Filipinos are making extensive 
purchases of munitions of war and 
food. 
They appear to have plenty of 
money, and have spent it freely in get­ 
ting the th’tigs they need. 
The new 
flotilla of gunboats, according to the 
New York Sun. has been engaged in 
blockade service for only a month or 
so, but the Filipinos have suffered 
greatly in that short period through 
the loss of the materials which they 
were getting before the blockade was 
extended. 
These gunboats are all of 
light draft and are consequently able 
to enter the numerous shallow lagoons 
and rivers abounding In the Philip 
pines. 
Much of tile illicit trade between Lu­ 
zon and other places is in tobacco, hh 
the Tagal requires a goodly supply of 
the weed to make life bearable to 
him. 
Many blockade runners, mostly 
small trailing craft, have been captur­ 
ed by the American gunboats recently. 
and. as a result, the Filipinos are un­ 
questionably suffering severely from 
the absence of their favorite solace. 
These blockade runners also carried 
arms and ammunition. It is predicted 
at the? navy department that before 
the end of the rainy season the Fili­ 
pino forces in Luzon will have little 
ammunition left. 
Some officers are 
confident that the tightening of the 
blockade will practically put an end to 
the insurrection.

The case was in relation 
to the steam er Abbey, charged w ith 
taking arm s from C anton to Luzon. 
The ow ners of the vessel gave a bond 
that the ship should laud the arm s pur­ 
chased at Singapore, but she did uot de 
so. 
The boud was demanded by the 
Chinese customs authorities. Mr. Good- 
uow held that it m ust lie paid. 
The 
importance of the decision is pointed 
out by tile Shanghai M ercury, which 
said in part: 
“ W hen United States consular offi­ 
cials have received inform ation th at 
cargoes of weapons were about to be 
shipped from China, through urgeut 
near Cocon had been j protests to the Chinese authorities have 
been the means of stopping shipm ents. 
But when the United States officials, 
through want of knowledge, have been 
ignorant of such contraband runs, the 
Chinese officials have likewise been 
blind to these shipm ents, though no 
doubt well aware ol s u c h .

“ Therefore the judgm ent in the Drew 
vs. Sylvester case will lie tho means of 
checking the chief source of supply of 
aim s and warlike m aterial that the 
Filipinos have possessed.”

The North China Daily News pub­ 
lishes the decision of Consul General 
Goodnow in full, ami comments editori­ 
ally upon its importance in the m atter 
of preventing further shipm ents of 
arm s to the insurgents in the Philip­ 
pines aud says that it will be far-reach­ 
ing in its effects in stopping tho sending 
of arm s to the Filipinos.

Cuba’s past, present and future were 
the theme of a sermon the other night 
by the Rev. Dr. It. S. MacArthur in 
the Calvary Baptist church of New 
York. Dr. MacArthur has just return­ 
ed from an exploring tour in Cuba, 
says the New York Press. 
He took 
for his text “ Watchman, what of the 
night?” and said, among other things: 
"The long night of Spanish tyranny 
and Cuban despair is over. 
The morn­ 
ing of Cuban hope and American lib­ 
erty has dawned. 
Strange thoughts 
fill an American’s heart as he sails into 
the harbor of Havana. 
The American 
flag floats over Morro Castle and Ca­ 
banas. 
The only Spanish flag to be 
seen is on a Spanish ship which hap­ 
pens to be in the harbor. 
The wreck 
of the Maine lifts its iron arms above 
tile water, as if to the world for sym ­ 
pathy and to a righteous God for jus­ 
tice. 
When the w aves In that harbor 
rolled over that wreck, they rolled 
over the last hopes of Spain’s domin­ 
ion In the w estern hemisphere, 
“W hat are the conditions in Cuba to­ 
day? It is certain all forms of Industry 
are rapidly reviving. 
W atching the 
crowds on the Prado or loitering in the 
parks, it is difficult to realize that a 
devastating war has only Just been 
ended. 
The large number of persons 
dressed in mourning bears silent but 
eloquent testim ony to the sorrows of 
the past and the heart suffering of the 
present. 
“But the new day has come. 
The 
plantations so long devastated are now 
being stocked with cattle and subject­ 
ed to hopeful culture. 
The sanitary 
conditions are improving rapidly, aud 
too much praise cannot be given to 
General Ludlow and his able assistants 
for the discretion of their methods. 
The filth of centuries has been remov­ 
ed from H avana. Not a case of yellow 
fever has occurred in the last season. 
"The Spaniards and Cubans alike 
look on with am azem ent at the mar 
vela of cleanliness which have been 
wrought. K indly relations are growing 
alike between Spaniards aud Cubans 
on the one side and between both aud 
the Americans on the other. 
All the 
leading Spaniards earnestly desire an 
\ mer lean protectorate until the time 
com es for Cuban annexation. 
I took 
pains to converse with representative 


t Spaniards of great business interests 
in tile islard, and I found there was 
only one sentim ent among them in this 
regard. They fear the dominion of Cu­ 
bans should the United States w ith­ 
draw from the island in the near fu 
ture. 
“They believe that iii that event nei­ 
ther life nor property would be safe. 
It must be adm itted that many Cubans 
regard the presence of the American 
flag as n blot upon the landscape. They 
have fought long and suffered much, 
inspired by the hope of a Cuban re 
public. 
This 
hope 
has 
been 
their 
dream, aud they now see It dissipated 
Just when they expected it would be 
realized. 
The newspapers are pro-Cu 
l»an and so in a measure anti-American. 
The 
lending 
Cuban 
political 
club, 
where the w ealthier and more aristo 
cratic Cuba us assemble, is decidedly 
pro-Cuban. 
Doubtless also race feel 
lug has its influence as against Ameri 
eaus. 
In this respect Spaniards aud 
Cubans sym pathize wit ii one another 
They set* u sturdy, robust, aggressive 
aud vigorous representation of the An­ 
glo-Saxon race crowding to all marts 
o f trade and likely to push the Latin 
races to the wall. 
But all the official 
Americans in Cuba are acting with 
great discretion. General Lee is the idol 
of the Cubans, while Generals Brooke 
aud Wood are greatly respected. 
"The wives of some of the prominent 
officials are using all social Influence to 
remove antipathy and to Institute a 
genuine sym pathy in their weekly re­ 
ceptions. 
These 
w’otnen are acting 
nobly and |>erforming a patriotic serv­ 
ice. 
They fill the place in social func­ 
tions once occupied by the wives of the 
Spanish officials, who in Cuba repre­ 
sen ted the court of Spain. 
"Tile religious outlook is bright. The 
various Protestant denominations are 
in the field. 
The Rev. Dr. A. J. Diaz. 
who was tw ice exiled because of his 
devotion to the cause of Cuba and once 
was sentenced to be shot, has a Baptist 
church in H avana and a congregation 
of 3,000. 
He is the Martin Luther of 
Cuba. 
All public functions, as well as 
all military drills, close with the 'Star 
Spangled Banuer,’ played by the band. 
All Americans rise and uncover while 
the band plays, and, to my joy, I saw 
hundreds o f Cubans and many Span­ 
iards follow that commendable ex­ 
ample. 
"A few weeks ago I preached for Dr. 
Diaz, and he interpreted my words to 
the congregation. 
After the benedic­ 
tion was pronounced several of the 
congregation advanced to meet me in 


a social war. 
Just then, while thou­ 
sands were there, a young Cuban wo­ 
man, educated Id the United States, 
glided to the organ and struck up the 
opening notes of ‘America, and in a 
clear sw eet voice sang out, ‘My coun­ 
try. ’tis of thee.’ 
All the Americans 
present joined, and m a n y Cubans, who 
could not sing the words, recognized 
the tune aud followed the melody. 
"It is not too much to say that many 
American eyes were wet when the 
hymn was finished, and that I uexei 
heard the national hymn in circum ­ 
stances more th rill^ -

W ishes Faithfully Carried Out.

The strange wish of Mrs. Siche B. 
Norton of Pawling, N. Y., was com­ 
plied with the other day, aud she was 
buried sitting up in her rocking chair 
nj she had died. 
Mrs. Norton was the 
wife of a well to do contractor. 
She 
was 67 years old. 
She had been an in­ 
valid for two years and had spent 
nearly all of that time in her armed 
locker. 
She had a horror of the ordi 
nary burial. 
Six months ago she ex 
pressed the wish that when she died 
she should be buried in her chair, and 
she told Richard D. Klmlin, the town 
wheelwright, exactly what kind of a 
bos she wanted the chair placed in be 
fore she was lowered into the grave. 
These instructions resulted in most un­ 
usual scenes at both the house, where 
the funeral services were held, and at 
the grave In the Pawling cemetery, 
where the body was buried, says the 
New York Sun. 
The Norton homestead is near the 
railroad 
station, and many friends 
from out of town arrived on the 2 
o'clock train. 
Before that hour the 
body of Mrs. Norton was seated in the 
old chair, and the chair was placed in 
th# box and stood Just inside the main 
•Dtrance to the house, where all who 
entered saw it. 
Kimlin had made a 
box of chestnut planks 2 inches thick. 
He had polished them brightly and 
shellacked them. It was 4 feet 2 inches 
long, 2 feet 6 inches wide and 4 feet 3 
inches high. It was on casters, so that 
It could be easily rolled. 
It was built 
la two pieces. The upper part, or cover, 
was 2 feet deep. 
As it stood In the hall this cover was 
off, and the body of Mrs. Norton, sit­ 
ting in her chair, was in view from the 
wsist up. 
It was dressed In black, 
with a bit of lace around the neck and 
over the breast, fastened with an old 
time brooch. 
Over the back of the 
chair was a white blanket with blue 
figures 
that 
her 
grandmother 
bad 
woven and given to her. 
This was 
drawn up over her lap also. 
Mrs. Nor­ 
ton’s eyes were closed. 
lier face was 
composed, aud as she sut bolt upright 
at the door it was easier to think that 
she was asleep than that she was 
dead and about to be fiuried. 
All ot the friends who could get into 
the house crowded in. 
The others 
gathered on the lawn. 
The chairs in 
the room where the services were held 
faced the box and the rocker ami the 
body. 
The Rev. William A. Mackey. 
pastor 
of 
the 
Pawling 
Methodist 
chiirvh. stood beside the body when tin* 
services 
began. 
Two singers 
were 
near him, facing the box, and they 
opened the services. The services were 
long drawn out. 
There was a sermon, 
besides the singing aud the reading 
of the gospel. 
When the pastor re­ 
ferred to the dead woman, every eye 
in the room w ai turned on the tilting 
figure. 
Indeed, during the whole of 
the service ecarcely an eye in the room 
was turned from it. When the services 
were over, those iii the room went out. 
giving those on the lawn an opportuni 
t j to toke a last look at the bod}’. Then 
the cover was put on the box. 
Closed 
up. the box looked more like a refriger 
ator than It did like a coffin. Mrs.-Nor 
ton w ai a big woman, and the box be 
iog of the heaviest plunking obtaina 
hie, it was not possible for the six pall­ 
bearers to lift it. 
It had been Mrs. 
Norton’s wish that she be taken to the 
cemetery in an open wagon, and one of 
Mr. Norton’s work wagons, in charge 
of Stub Bennett, wan backed up to the 
Hoop. 
Two planks were then placed 
for skids, and the box was rolled out 
o*er them and into the WAgon, where 
t "a s strapped. 
Then the start was 
made for the grave. 
The cemetery is on the slope of a 
; ii in sight of the house. 
All day 
workmen had been busy there. 
They 
dug a grave and walled it In wit I. 
* rick and cement. 
For an hour before 
'be funeral procession started a hun 
ured or more village children played 
•round the spot. The mothers of th*** 
children gathered them together near 
?he stone fence that surrounds th 
cemetery when they saw the line of 
"agons coming up the hill, and the 
workmen put up a derrick built ut 
stout 
supports, 
with 
pulley 
"heels aud ropes hanging from th 
center. There were 200 persons around 
1 e grave when the open wagon drove

The grave was tilled in just as a ter­ 
rific thunderstorm broke, and many of 
the people were drenched.

RUSSIA’S GREAT RAILROAD. 


■ I b e r i a n L i n e I* P r a c t i c a l l y A m e r ­ 
i c a n In C o a s t r a e t l o n . 
M. Sergey Friede, one of the engi­ 
neers in charge of construction o f'th e 
new Siberian railroad, who arrived at 
the 
Waldorf-Astoria 
hotel 
in 
New’ 
York recently, direct from Manchuria 
and eastern Siberia, reports that the 
great transasiatic railway has advanc­ 
ed so rapidly that it is more than prob­ 
able that through trains will be m u 
from Port Arthus, the eastern term i­ 
nus, to St. Petersburg before the end of 
next year. 
It is understood, of course, 
that the numerous solidly frozen riv­ 
ers will be used as temporary roadbeds 
for tile tracks thrown across them aud 
that traffic will be suspended during 
the spring and summer, while perm a­ 
nent bridges are being placed in posi­ 
tion. 
Mr. Friede, according to the New 
York Tribunt, says that the thousands 
of miles of railway in Manchuria and 
eastern Siberia are practically Ameri­ 
can in construction and equipment, 
and that the shipments of American 
machinery this year will be greater 
than ever before. 
This Is M. Friede 
fourth trip over the completed aud un 
completed portions of this road in the 
last three years. 
He is the pioneer 
American in that country aud now ex 
presses himself as satisfied with hi 
work of .years in opening Russian Asia 
to American manufacturers aud the 
eyes of the American business man to 
the enormous field of commerce open 
log up to bim.

hat, unless of his own motion he stops 
to speak with some one. 
Office seekers 
and petitioners never venture to ap­ 
proach him on the street. 
His surest 
riddance of the importunities of the 
throng is to go out among them. 
Sir Julian Panncefote, speaking of 
the American customs that had im ­ 
pressed him. remarked that, while a for­ 
eigner’s first impression might be that 
the seeming indifference of the public 
toward the president when lie appeared 
on the street or at the ti)* 
• r was the 
result of an exaggerated idea*of democ­ 
racy, it must become apparent on closer 
observation that it whh the highest pos­ 
sible tribute of respect and considera­ 
tion.—San Fra neb-co Argonaut

purchased by General Otis from the 
Spaniards and tile four gunboats cap- 
tared by Dewey the blockade of ports 
in tile islands will lie made more se 
sure, aud naval otlieers predict Hint 
the insurgent cause will suffer severe­ 
ly through the stoppage of outside aid. 
Just how the insurgents manage to 
procure their outside supplies tile gov­ 
ernment lins been lino hie to ascertain, 
but the opinion appears to be general 
in official quarters at Washington that 
the Filipinos are making extensive 
purchases of munitions of war aud 
food. 
They appear to have plenty of 
money, and have spent it freely in get­ 
ting the th mgs they need. 
The new 
flotilla of gunboats, according to the 
New York Sun, has been engaged in 
blockade service for only a month or 
so, but the Filipinos have suffered 
greatly in t lint short period through 
the loss of the materials which they 
were getting before the blockade was 
extended. 
These gunboats are all of 
light draft aud are consequently able 
to enter tile numerous shallow lagoons 
and rivers abounding in the Philip 
pines. 
Much of tile illicit trade between Lu­ 
zon and other places is in tobacco, as 
tile Tagal requires a goodly supply of 
he weed fo make life bearable to 
him. 
Many blockade runners, mostly 
ama ll trading craft, have been captor 
d by tile American gunboats recently, 
nd, as a result, the Filipinos are un­ 
questionably suffering severely from 
the absence of their favorite solace. 
hese blockade runners also carried 
arms and ammunition. 
It is predicted 
at the navy department that before 
the end of the rainy season the Fili­ 
pino forces in Luzon will imve little 
ammunition left. 
Borne officers are 
confident that the tightening of the 
blockade will practically put an end to 
the insurrection.
